Washington, Aug. 19. 

“A deficit of G.$200,000,000 is 
feared at tho end of the fiseal year 
on. June 30th,” 1931, due to in- 
creasing expenditure, | shrinking 
revenues and. reduced business 
activity, 

The. expenditure from July 1st 
to <August 15th, excluding 
National Debt 
exceeded the corresponding period 
in 1929 by G.$29,000,000. 

During the same period, the 
taxes collected were G.$55,600,000 
less, while the Customs receipts 
dropped by G.$36,000,000, 

It is believed that it may be 
necessary to use any cash pay- 
ments which foreign Governments 
may make on account of War 
Debts to- meet current expenses, 
instead of apniving them to the 
redemption of the National Debt.

‘A New Road Peril.’ 


When the new: Road Bill comes 
into force in England:all applicants 
for motor driving licences will have 
‘to sign a declaration of physical 
fitness on a form specifiying certain 
diseases and disabilities ‘as being 
likely to cause a driver to’ be a 
public danger. There is a grow- 
ing movement at the present time 
among police traffic experts for the 
inclusion of colour blindness in this 
list of diseases, the contention being 
that since automatic coloured light 
control of traffic has displaced 
policemen at hundreds of crossings 
in over 50 or more cities and towns 
it has become obvious that more 
motorists suffer from colour sight 
vagaries than was suspected. This 
has led to signals being disobeyed 
and walkers and other . motorists 
endangered: Red, green and amber 
are the lights used in the majority 
6f towns in England which have 
automatic ‘control and it is under- 
stood that highly placed traffic ex- 
perts are in sympathy with ‘the 
view that colour blindness ‘is so pre- 
valent as to create an entirely new 
road peril ‘through the rapid ex- 
pansion of control lights. (The 
position of a motorist in this mat- 
ter might be a curious one. If the 
physical fitness. form does not] 
specify colour blindness as a “dis- 
ability” he would still be liable to 
police proceedings and to heavy]. 
penalties if he did‘ not. declare it, 
for the decjaration makes him .res- 
ponsible for stating “any other dis- 
ease” ‘than those specified. If 
colour blindness be’ specified,“ it 
means more expense for every
